M:  We're  getting  a  kind  of  cosmopolitan  culture.  There  are  many  bad  parts  to  it  but 
some  good  as  well.  Movies  are  world-wide  in  their  appeal. 

Q:  John  Steinbeck  recently  wrote  how  depressed  he  was  by  conditions  in  the  United  States 
on  returning  from  a  Somerset  village. 

M:  I  think  I  know  what  John  meant  but  America's  always  been  a  materialistic  country.  It's 
just  that  we  created  that  material.  Everybody,  every  country  is  like  that.  There  are  just 
degrees.  We've  got  more  of  the  stuff.  And  everybody  else  is  trying  to  get  more. 
Certain  things  are  getting  a  utility  value.  Certain  codes  of  behaviour  can't  be  converted 
into  money  and  we  are  going  by  the  board  all  over  the  world. 

H:  I  think  one  of  the  troubles  is  the  damned  advertising  and  brainwashing  the  country 
takes  many  times  a  day. 

M:  Oh,  yes,  anything  goes.  Everything  always  went  but  it's  just  that  the  techniques  have 
become  so  good. 

H:      It's  not  just  in  America.  It's  going  to  be  everywhere.  It  doesn't  do  a  country  any  good. 

M:  It  doesn't  do  anybody  any  good  unless  you  can  be  immune.  The  argument  in  favor 
of  doing  things  is  that  it's  profitable.  That's  its  justification.  Somebody's  got  to  say 
things  which  are  profitable  are  not  necessarily  right— and  to  make  that  statement  is 
already  treasonous. 

Q:     Will  the  play  you're  working  on  deal  with  this? 

M:  No,  but  it's  in  the  air  now  all  right.  An  extraordinary  number  of  people  are  conscious 
of  the  dead-end  it  represents.  There's  a  radio  station  ...  in  New  York  City  .  .  .  which 
has  no  advertising  at  all  and  it  survives  by  providing  good  programmes— jazz,  classical 
music,  discussions  between  artists,  serious  programmes  like  that.  People  were  asked  if 
they  would  send  twelve  dollars  a  year  if  they  agreed.  And— do  you  know?— they're 

doing  great.

When  THE  BIRDS  was  first  produced  at  the  feast  of  the  Great  Dionysia  in  414  B.C.,  it  won 
the  second  prize.  Aristophanes  is  at  his  merriest  and  mellowest  in  this  fantastic  comedy,  eschewing 
weightier  themes  to  escape  into  what  is  indeed  Cloudcuckooland.  The  story  of  two  Athenians, 
depressed  by  life  in  their  own  city,  who  take  to  the  skies  and  the  carefree  ways  of  the  birds,  is 
told  with  extraordinary  charm,  and  the  dramatist  concerns  himself  only  incidentally  with  skittish 
allusions  to  the  notabilities  below.  Dudley  Fitts'  adaptation  is  true  to  the  poetic  conception  of  the 
work,  without  straining  after  the  rhymed  couplets  that  give  some  translations  the  crude  frivolity 
of  Victorian  pantomime.  The  modern  colloquialisms  may  startle  the  purists  (ah  there,  Dr.  Bowdler!) 
but  they  can  be  remarkabily  telling  and  exhilarating.  The  music  for  this  BBC  production  is  by 
Antony  Hopkins,  who  has  supplied  the  London  and  international  stage  with  many  splendid  inci- 
dental scores.  Hopkins  wrote  this  music  originally  for  a  production  at  his  old  school,  Berkhampstead, 
and  has  now  revised  it  to  suite  the  needs  of  a  grownup  orchestra  and  choir.  (July  3)
